Agencies participating in this authorization may offer voluntary
retirement, separation, and/or downshifting incentives and options
according to procedures and guidelines established by the office of
financi al managenent, in consultation with the departnent of personnel
and the departnment of retirenent systens. The options may include, but
are not limted to, financial incentives for: Voluntary separation or
retirement, voluntary |eave-w thout-pay, voluntary workweek or work
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hour reduction, voluntary downward novenent, or tenporary separation
for devel opnent purposes. An enployee does not have a contractua
right to a financial incentive offered pursuant to this section.

O fers nmust be reviewed and nonitored jointly by the departnent of
personnel and the departnent of retirenent systens. Agencies are
required to submt a report by June 30, 2013, to the |legislature and
the office of financial managenent on the outconme of their approved
incentive program The report nust include information on the details
of the program including resulting service delivery changes, agency

(b) Analyze the effect new funding scenarios would have on the
sustainable staffing levels for core functions and recomend
appropriate staffing | evel s;

(c) Describe howthe departnent's sustainable staffing | evels would
be affected by new funding scenarios and any other actions the
departnment would need to deliver the program associated with the new
fundi ng; and

(d) Evaluate alternative program and project delivery nethods to
i nprove efficiency and effectiveness and provide reconmendati ons on
| egi sl ative changes, if necessary, for their inplenentation.

(2) The depart nent shal | provi de stakehol der i nvol venent
opportunities in the developnent of the report. There nust be a
m ni mum of two such neetings: One for the purpose of providing
contextual and background information; and a second for review and
comment of concl usions and reconmendati ons. Stakehol ders nust i ncl ude
| abor, private engineering contractors, general business interests,
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representatives of various transportation nodes, and others groups as
appropri ate.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 611. FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATI ON

The departnment is given the authority to provide up to $3,000, 000
intoll credits to Kitsap transit for its role in new passenger-only
ferry service and ferry corridor-related projects. The nunber of tol
credits provided to Kitsap transit nust be equal to, but no nore than,
the nunber sufficient to neet federal match requirements for grant
funding for passenger-only ferry service, but shall not exceed the
anount authorized in this section.

Bef ore accepting any unsolicited project proposals, the conm ssion
nmust adopt rules to facilitate the acceptance, review, evaluation, and
sel ection of unsolicited project proposals. These rules nust include
t he foll ow ng:

(1) Provisions that specify wunsolicited proposals nust neet
predetermned criteria;

(2) Provisions governing procedures for the cessation of
negoti ati ons and consi derati on;

(3) Provisions outlining that unsolicited proposals are subject to
a two-step process that begins with concept proposals and would only
advance to the second step, which are fully detailed proposals, if the
conmi ssi on so directed;

(4) Provisions that require concept proposals to include at |east
the followng information: Proposers' qualifications and experience;
description of the proposed project and inpact; proposed project
financing; and known public benefits and opposition; and

(5) Provisions that specify the process to be followed if the
commission is interested in the concept proposal, which must include
provi si ons:

(a) Requiring that information regarding the potential project
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woul d be published for a period of not less than thirty days, during
which time entities could express interest in submtting a proposal;

(b) Specifying that if letters of interest were received during the
thirty days, then an additional sixty days for subm ssion of the fully

(a) The appropriate local legislative authority nust first enact an
ordinance allowing for their use to detect one or nore of the
fol | ow ng: Stoplight, railroad <crossing, or school speed zone
vi ol ati ons. At a mnimm the Ilocal ordinance nust contain the
restrictions described in this section and provisions for public notice
and signage. Cities and counties using automated traffic safety
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caneras before July 24, 2005, are subject to the restrictions described
in this section, but are not required to enact an authorizing
or di nance.

(b) Use of automated traffic safety caneras is restricted to two-
arterial intersections, railroad crossings, and school speed zones
only.

(c) During the ((206069-2061%)) 2011-2013 fiscal biennium autonmated
traffic safety caneras may be used to detect speed violations for the
pur poses of ((seet+on—20H2)——chapter—470,—Laws—ef—2009)) section
201(2) of this act if the local legislative authority first enacts an
ordi nance authorizing the use of canmeras to detect speed viol ations.

(d) Automated traffic safety canmeras may only take pictures of the
vehicle and vehicle license plate and only while an infraction is
occurring.

(e) Anotice of infraction nust be nailed to the regi stered owner
of the vehicle within fourteen days of the violation, or to the renter
of a vehicle within fourteen days of establishing the renter's nanme and
address under subsection (3)(a) of this section. The |aw enforcenent
officer issuing the notice of infraction shall include with it a
certificate or facsimle thereof, based upon inspection of photographs,
m cr ophot ographs, or electronic i mages produced by an automated traffic
safety canera, stating the facts supporting the notice of infraction
This certificate or facsimle is prima facie evidence of the facts
contained in it and is adm ssible in a proceedi ng charging a violation
under this chapter. The photographs, m crophotographs, or electronic
i mages evidencing the violation nust be available for inspection and
adm ssion into evidence in a proceeding to adjudicate the liability for
the infraction.

(i) I'f a county or city has established an authorized autonmated
traffic safety canera program under this section, the conpensation paid
to the manufacturer or vendor of the equi pnent used nust be based only
upon the value of the equipnent and services provided or rendered in
support of the system and may not be based upon a portion of the fine
or civil penalty inposed or the revenue generated by the equi pnent.
